RESOLVED, that by a 2/3 majority vote, the Warren County Board of Supervisors hereby authorizes

the Warren County Sheriff to fill the vacant position of Patrol Officer #32, at an annual base salary of

$36,414,  due to retirement, and to backfill any vacancies created as a result of promotion. This position is

not mandated and not reimbursed, and be it further

RESOLVED, that by a 2/3 majority vote, the Warren County Board of Supervisors hereby authorizes

the Warren County Sheriff to fill the vacant positions of Correction Officer Nos. 69-75, at an annual  salary

of $35,766,  due to creation effective August 1, 2014. These positions are mandated and not reimbursed.
